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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to amendment filed 6/8/06. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1 and 43 have been amended. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-15, 17-20, 22-25, 43-45, 48- 
52 are currently under consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

3. In view of the amendment and the applicant's remarks prior art rejection under 35 USC 
102 over Flitcroft and Citibank references have been withdrawn. Applicant's amendment also 
overcame 35 USC 101 and 35 USC 1 12 (second) rejections as cited in the prior office action. 

The amended claim have been rejected as being indefinite as explained in the following 
section. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
3. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-15, 17-20, 22-25, 43-45, 48-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-15, 17-20, 22-25, 43-45, 48-52 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: 

Claim 1 refers to "notification of usage by said user of the first billing data, .resulting 
from said usage by said user of the first billing data" . However, the claim does not recite any 
step which state that the user is using the billing data at the first web site. The claim also fails to 
recite that the billing data issuing source receives the usage data from the first web site 
subsequent to the user conducting transactions at the first web site. 

Appropriate correction(s) is required. 

Dependent claims 2-4, 7-10, 13-15 and 17-20 also inherit same deficiency. 
Claims 43-45 and 48-52 also contain similar defect and require appropriate corrective action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The pending claims are deemed allowable subject to resolution of the aforementioned 
35USC 112 (second) deficiencies.
